Ohio Show Rivers are 


Receding 


DAMAGE TO CROPS, 


HOWEVER, WILL BE 
7 VERY GREAT 


BROKEN LEVEES REPAIRED 


In Columbus, and It is 


Thought That They Will 
Be Able to Withstand the 
$train Put Upon Them— 
Reservoirs In State Are 
Safe, Including Buckeye 
Lake.

Columbus, July 17.—The passage 


of last night without any considera- 
ble rainfall resulted in 
improved 


conditions early 
today 
throughout 


the Ohio flood district. 
While many 


thousand acres of land remained un- 
der water today, practically all riv- 
ers were either stationary, or falling 
and with clear weather prevailing, 
it was believed the worst had been 
passed. 
The Scioto and Olentangy 


rivers began receding here early to- 
day, bringing ease of mind to anx- 
ious watchers, especially 
on 
the 


flood-stricken distiict on the west 
side, where thousands remained up 
all of last night 
Many of them were 


engaged in moving their belongings 
to higher ground. 


Levees along the Scioto river in 


this city which began leaking yes- 
terday afternoon, were repaired dur- 
ing the night and this morning were 
reported to be holding fast against 
the strain upon them. 


Several large factories in this city 


.remained closed 
today on account 


of the flood. 
It was estimated that 


more than 1000 men were temporar- 
ily thrown out of employment. 


The damage throughout Central 


Ohio will mount into the millions, 
as thousands of acres of wheat and 
oats have been ruined, corn and oth- 
er crops washed away. 


At Delaware the Olentangy river 


and Alum1 creek weie receding to- 
day and normal conditions were in 
prospect. 
The Muskingum and Lick- 


ing rivers which went on a rampage 
yesterday, were reported falling to- 
day. 


Reports reaching the state house 


today indicated 
that 
storms 
and 


floods of the past few days have done 
immense damage, but that danger of 
further high water is past and aid of 
national guard will be needed in no 
community. 


Governor Willis telegraphed the 


mayors of Lima and Kenton, where 
the greatest havoc from flood was 
reported, ottering to call 
out 
the 


militia to aid in work incident to 
the receding waters. No request for 
troops, however, was received from 
Lima. 
Mayor Charles Price of Ken- 


ton, wired that the entire Hardin 
county marsh is under water from 
three to ten feet deep; that South 
Kenton is completely nooded, many 
families out of homes, water slowly 
receding. 
Can cope with situation. 


Reports received by the agricult- 


ural commission indicated that Ohio's 
corn crop is damaged by storm and 
flood at least ten percent, and that 
the damage to wheat probably will 
exceed that amount.

New U. S. Submarine's Test 


Shows it Can Cross Ocean 


And Return Without a Stop

Bridgeport, Conn., July 17.—Simon 


Lake, the inventor and builder of 
submarines tor 
the 
United 
States 


government, was gratified 
today by 


the success of the experiments testing 
fche new submarine G-3, which demon- 
strated that the new boat can cross 
the Atlantic ocean and return with- 
out stopping, having a cruising radius 
of 6,000 miles. 


"It is perfectly practicable for the 


G-3, with its new enginos to cross 
the ocean, do what she went to do and 


back without dependence on any 


r supplies," said Mr. Lake. "It 
ely a question ot tho economy 


r . 
, The G-3 was built by tho Lake Tor- 
pedo Boat company of th.'s city. Her 
extensive cruising radius is due to the 
efficiency of a new Swiss cnplnc whi^h 
drives the boat both on the surface 
and under water, replacing both tho 
gasoline engines heretofore used 
to 


drive submarine craft on the surface 


and the electric motor used for uc- 
deisea travel. 


In a series ot tests consisting oi 


trips up and down the length of Long 
Island Sound, the new boat showed 
a speed of 14.7 knots on the surface 
and 10.7 knots submerged. 
She cost 


J450.000. 


Tht G-3 is only 160 feel long, but 


seven new Lake submarines which are 
being constructed 
for 
the 
United 


States navy will be 350 feet long and 
possess a much greater radius of ac- 
tivity than the G-3. Tdey will us.- the 
new engine and Mr. Lake said today 
that they would be the equal of any in 
the German navy. 


"When th.J new boats are finished 


in about a year and a half," Mr. Lake 
said, "they will be a match for an> 
submarine in the world. They will 
cost $536,000 apiece and will bo equip- 
ped with six torpodo tubes each." 


The United States government hold* 


tho specifications for the new engine 
which burns 1'eavy oil, and American 
firms will be able to manufacture 
them.

Military ex- 
perts here construe the offensive to be 
a vast envelopment

herculean effort to destroy the Russian 
army. 


Both, the German and Russian com- 


munications agree that the German 
forces are at the Windau river, near 
Goldingen, which is only eighty miles 
tpom Riga, the great strategic com- 
mercial metropolis in 
the1 Gulf "of 


Riga, and upon the Upper Baltic.

morning adds detalJs of sanguinary 
fighting along the new line in'efforts

Advices reaching London today say 


that the Germans left a trail of deso- 
lation along the 
Baltic sea 
from 


Memel to Libau, where the villas, 
hotels and casinos are alleged to tfave 
been, destroyed, about the only excep- 
tion, it is said, being the palace of a 
Polish, nobleman whose cousin mar- 
ried an American woman. The palace 
now is being used as military head 
quarters in which Prince Henry ot 
Prussia and Field Marshal von Hin- 
denberg recently conferred on the new 
offensive towards Riga. 


Crown Prince Frederick William's 


drive in the Argonne forest now is ac- 
cepted as a small success, in gaining: 
a few hundred yards of terrain, but 
as a failure in attaining its real ob- 
ject,—a decisive penetration of 
the 


French line. 


The ominous attitude adopted 
by 


the Welsh coal miners causes serious 
apprehension. Tttv miners now ha\a 
increased their demands by asking 
the government to withdraw the royal 
proclamation making these mines sub- 
ject to the munitions act.

No Warning Given Liner By 


German Submarine Which 


Attacked And Then Pursued 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


New 
York, 
July 17.—Passengers 


aboard the British, passenger liner 
Orduna, which reached here today said, 
that a submarine attempted to tor- 
pedo the vessel at 6 o'clock in 
tbo 


morning of July 9 and failing in its ef- 
fort, fired six shells at the steamer, 
none of which took effect. 


Few passengers were on the deck 


when tl}e attack 
occurred. 
Baron 


Rosenkrantz of, Denmark, one of the 
passengers, reached the deck as the 
Orduna was lleeing from her assailant 
and witnessed the attack. 


The submarine chased the steamer, 


it was said, for a considerable time 
and finally abandoned pursuit. 


The next day a meeting of 
the 


passengers was held in the saloon 
and the following resolution, adopt- 
ed by twenty-three' of 
them, 
was 


handed to Captain Taylor: 


"The first cabin passengers of the 


steamer Orduna desire to 
express 


their heartfelt appreciation and ad- 
miration of the masterly manner In 
which you maneuvered and handled 
your steamer during the sudden and 


deliberate .attack made upon it on 
the morning of July 9 at 6 a. m. by 
a German submarine." 


The information that the Orduna 


had 
been attacked was obtained 


when the vessel reached quarantine. 
The trip from Quarantine to 
the 


dock generally covers most of 
an 


hour or more. 
Fuller 'details were 


expected with the docking 
of th« 


ship.

The fact that Peter Durr 
secured control of the commission 
under Willis, and the further fact 
that the present commissioner vio- 
lates the law relating to the makeup 
of the commission and boasts of it 
does not help

roads are not being undertaken in 
any great degree and the people want 
to know the reason. 


There is no charge made by the 


partisans that Marker did not build 
roads for the state, nor is it charg- 
ed that the state's money was un- 
wisely expended. They simply say he 
exceeded authority in making 
con- 


tracts—in other words that he was 
doing more work than he ought to 
do. It so happens that Marker is a 
successful O. S. U. college man who 
was a football player of note and who 
knew how to buck the line. He car- 
ried his training into practice in busi- 
ness and the conduct of his 
office 


•with the result that last year he hat* 
more than 
seven 
million 
dollars 


worth of road contracts started. His 
successor this year will start a lit- 
tle less than a million and a half, 
and with the deficiencies in the new 
Cass law, there is no great assur- 
ance that even that much will t. 
done. Mis-construction and careless 
phrasing endangers bond sales un- 
der the law, and it is full of minor 
errors. 


There now appears a greater and 


further defect which endangers the 
entire road tax levy by the state. 
Under the test of the Hite law in tne 
supreme court when mandamus was 
brought against the auditor of Ham- 
ilton county it was held "the right 
of the general assembly to levy this 
tax for state purposes depends upon 
whether the purposes of the levy are 
state purposes," and on the extreme- 
ly thin premise that the case was 
met because the fund was all in the 
hands of a state 
official 
for 
ex- 


penditure, it was proper to raise the 
money in one county and expend it 
in another. But the Cass law makes 
a new condition by breaking up into 
88 units with 88 standards, a portion 
of the work, and providing for tht 
transfer 
of state road 
funds 
to 


county commissioners on their proper 
certification under named conditions. 
After such transfer there is not even 
assurance that the money will go 
into roads—it may be transferred 
to the salary fund or the sheep fund 
or some other fund which may be de- 
ficient. 
Under this state of affairs it 


is not unlikely that Cuyahoga, Ham- 
ilton, and other large counties paying 
the greater portion of the tax will re- 
fuse to contribute without a test ot 
the law which allows such conditions, 
where before they 
acquiesced 
be- 


cause of the fact that they knew the 
money went to a proper end. 


It is unfortunate that partisanship, 


which has hindered the entire Wil- 
lis administration, has imperiled the 
furtherance of highway work as it 
has. 
Ohio \\ants good roads. Mark- 


r taught the people the meaning ot 
mproved highways, and Cox preach- 
ed to them the joint gospel of good 
chools and good roads.

Concerns, Citizens Should Give 
Local Merchants an Opportunity 
To Compete With Foreip Prices. 


RIDICULE, VOICE OF FAILURE 


Never Stops the Onward March of Progress — Frown 


Down the Disturber—Ridicule, Paralyzing As Well 
As Amusing, Often Gratifies a Little Mind Or An 
Ungenerous Temper—The Safe Plan is Always to Do 
the Task That Lies Nearest Us.

Ridicule may be an evidence of wit 


or bitterness and may gratify a little 
mind or an ungenerous temper, but is 
no test of reason, truth or manhood. 


Ridicule, besides being conscious and 


unconscious, may also be indiiect as 
well as direct, negative as well ns 
positive, paralyzing as welJ as amus- 
ing. And myriad iu number ar>d kind 
are the ridiculous suggestions made 
and being made by the enemies and 
Victims of the mail order concerns in 
the hope of stopping their onward 
inarch of progress. 


Do merchants always appreciate 


their advantage? 
Would a friend of 


the merchant or dealer have sent his 
first order to a stranger who showed 
pictures instead of goods, who talked 
on paper instead of face to face, who 
demanded pay in advance instead of 
allowing a more unlimited credit had 
the merchant improved his advan- 
tages? 


Ought to Emulate Rivals. 


It would seem that after one expe- 


rience of long delays, quite common 
and to a great extent unavoidable in 
trading with mail order houses, after 
one experience of putting things to- 
gether for himself, after one .expe- 
rience of waiting for a missing part, 
the friend would not have taken the 
trouble to order by mall from a stran- 
ger had the local merchant or dealer 
always improved his opportunities. 


Everything that hnppous to us leaves 


some truce behind it; everything con- 
tributes imperceptibly to form us. 1'ct 
often it is dangerous to take a strict 
account of that, for either we grow 
proud and negligent or downcast and 
dispirited, and both fire equally in- 
jurious in their consequences Always 
the safe plan is to do the task which 
lies nearest us and which wilt augur 
for our best interests and those of 
others. 


If success can he attained by the re- 


tail mail order houses, working under 
disadvantages, why cannot the local 
merchant, v. ho has none of these dis- 
advantages, succeed? He can by imi- 
tating their methods and practices, by 
allowing undisturbed inspection of 
goods and by polite and courteous 
treatment of all visitors to his store, 
thus creating new customers and con- 
tinuing to supply old ones. 


In a certain Indiana town a young 


man ordered a beating stove, price 
$8.95. When the stove came he was 
very much disappointed. The stove 
was small, while the picture in the 
catalogue made it appear large and or- 
namental. Had this young man visit- 
ed his local dealer and inspected the 
$8.95 stove he would not have bought 
it but would have selected one for 
$12 or $14 nnd would have got the 
right kind nnd one that would have 
satisfied his needs. 


A Minnesota farmer ordered five 


rolls of barbed wire. 
After it came 


and he had paid tho freight he discov- 
ered that he could have bought the 
same Identical wire from his local 
dealer nnd could have saved $1, also 
much time and trouble. 


Mail Order Fence In Woodshed. 


Another man living in a village or- 


dered some wire fencing from a pic- 
ture in a catalogue, and when it came 
it was so cheap looking that his pride 
•would not allow him to disfigure his 
grounds with such a fence, so he stor- 
ed it in his woodshed nnd bought what 
he wanted from his local dealer. 


A lady in a little town in Missouri 


sent to one of the large mail order 
houses for a pair of shoes, inclosing 
$1.97 with her order. After two weeks 
the shoes came by freight: charges 
were 25 cents, which she paid. 
After 


taking the shoes home she found they 
did not fit, so she repacked them and 
sent them back by express, nnd after 
another two weeks' wait another pair 
of shoes came by freight with more 
charges attached. 
To the Indy's dis- 


may, these shoes were no nearer a fit 
than the first pair. She then gave up 
in despair nnd visited her local denier, 
crediting her investment of $2.50 to 
experience. 


We should like to suggest to the con 


eunier that he be honest with himself; 
bjuv_ at bomeLbelp support his own 


town: make his owr. home more val- 
uable. Let Mr. Mail Order M::n sell 
his good things in his own town. In- 
stead of his fooling you, you fool him 
by trading at home. 


Let each. community become a co- 


operative commonwealth to the extent 
that its citizens shall work together to 
build up and sustain that community, 
working with neighbors—competitors 
included—for the home. town. city, 
county and state; let civic pride and 
ambition be fostered: let the profes- 
sional "grouch" and disturber of the 
public peace be frowned down: let the 
incorrigible offender against the prin- 
ciples of square dealing uo thrown to 
the lions of public condemnation 


And to the merchant we say—work; 


don't ridicule.

:ollow and added that in some respects

from exercising his individual judg-

Lord Mersey, in handing down the 


judgment, said in part: 


"The captain of 
the 
ship, 
Mr. 


Thomas Turner, gave his evidence 
truthfully and well. I am quite sat- 
isfied that the two captains and the 
officers are competent men and that 
they did their duty. Captain Turner 
remained on tho bridge till he was 
swept into the sea and Captain An- 
derson was working on deck until he 
went overboard and drowned." 


The court here praised Leslie Mor- 


ton, 
a member of the crew who ship- 


ped at New York and was acting as 
extra lookout man at the time the 
Lusitania was torpedoed, saying: 


"He was only 18 years of age, but 


lie seems to have exhibited 
great 


courage, self-possession and resource. 
He was the first to observe the ap- 
proach of the torpedoes and before 
ihey had touched the ship he had re- 
ported them to the bridge by means 
of a telephone." 


Though knocked off his feet when 


i torpedo hit the Lusitania, and later 
laving to swim for his life. Lord 
Mersey said, the youth, aided by a 
member of the crew, named Parry, 
righted a collapsible boat and was 
instrumental in saving nearly a hun- 
dred lives. 


The court here analyzed the pacsen- 
er list, giving the saved and lost by 


sex and nationality, and comment- 
ng on fohe lack of a general 
panic, 


-le added: 


"Some passengers attempted to as- 


sist in launching the boats and in 
my opinion they did more barm than 
good. It is. however, quite impossible 
o impose any blame to them. They 
were all working for the best.

giving her speed as 18 knots and re- 
counted details regarding the posi- 
tion of the ship as testified by Cap- 
rain Turner. 
Continuing, he said:
